"Oen. Steele'a expedition was re- 
treating before the adrance of the 
confodorate army that bad whipped 
Goa. Baaka. Wo had tfeno our part 
In occupying the Arkaaaaa count l y 
down to Camden, but tbo' Red rtvor 
expedition in northern Loulalana was 
broljen lip by Price and Kirby Smith 
before we oould Join Oen. Hanks at 
Shrevoi>ori The confederate army 
drove tis out nf nur pooltloa gad back 

toward Little Rock. 

"Wc bad been on the march several 
days from Carrden when the enemy 
caught up with ua near the Saline 
river, which we had to croaa. The 
croBBing waa going to be difficult be- 
cause it waa in the aprlng and the 
river was flooded. Our crosaing, tho 
only one near the place we had come 
to. wui* In n sharp bend of tlie river 
wlilcli we were approachliiK from the 
concave y\i\v We caine down the road 
that led to the ferry, anil at n rro'.-s 
road a rebel battery opened tire on u'^ 
Heyond, between ub and the river 
there waa a riae of ground and moF' 
of the army kept on aad passed thiv 
riae. leaving tbo roar guard to hold 
back the attack. Tbo 40tb Iowa regl 
inent waa In the rear guard aad we 
helped prevent the advance of the 
enemy We fought until nightfall. 

"When the day's fiRhtln.t; was over 
wc withdrew behind the rise of 
ftround. The sl(ipe went down to the 
bottom hinil nt iti. river and it was 
all wet I Willi to Bleep sitting 
aKalnst a tree trunk and in the morn 
ing I awoke In cold water up tn m v 
breaat. It was still early in the year 
tbo morning ot April SO. All the bot 
torn had been flooded la tbo night and 
the array had to go throtigb the water 
to the pontoon bridge that waa laid 
aeroaa the channel of the river 

"While the crossing was going on 
the rear Kuard had more nglitlng to 
do. We went back to the riae of 
ground and took our poaition there, 
not going down to the crosaroads 
Tbo river l>ent behind us and came 
arotiad to tbo left and right in a bk 
tMw. ao that our Ilao oonM oiten<' 
from water to water aad prevent the 
rebels from getting to tbo ferry. We 
fought from daylight until noon. Bv 
{hnt time the rebela were lying Ave 
and hix deep In tbroo llaoa ea the 
slope of the hill. 

"Tlieri! was one battery that we 
roiildn l t.ilie for a lonR tune, though
